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NOTES IN SEASON. 

Longmans, Green & Co. will publish at once 
W. J. Henderson’s new book, “ Preludes and 
Studies; Musical Themes of the Day.” The 
volume will contain a new discussion of that fruit¬ 
ful theme, Wagner’s “ Ring der Niebelungen,” 
together with other interesting Wagnerian essays. 
Perhaps the most valuable feature of the book 
for students and lovers of music in general will 
be the essay on “ The Evolution of Piano Mu¬ 
sic,” which includes a mass of facts not before 
accessible from any one source, and most of 
which are not to be found in any other work in 
English. The study of Schumann’s symphonic 
writing will appeal to all readers who look be¬ 
low the surface of music. 


Cassell & Co. will publish shortly simulta¬ 
neously in England and in this country a record 
of the life of 4< Henriette Ronner: the painter of 
cat life and cat characters,” by Mr. M. H. Spiel- 
mann. The work will contain a portrait and 
twelve full-page illustrations in photogravure by 
Goupil, and sixteen typogravures in the text, and 
a limited edition de luxe will also be issued. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons will publish the 
American edition of a book entitled “ Jesus, the 
Carpenter of Nazareth,” by a layman. This 
story of the life of Christ is written in short, re¬ 
alistic pictures that mothers of all creeds may 
read to their children. It has been highly praised 
on the other side, Prof. Bruce saying: “ I think 
the idea of this book—the aim and intention— 
excellent and the execution beautiful.” 

The Fleming H. Revell Co. have just ready 
a new life of Christ, called “ The Earthly Foot¬ 
prints of Our Risen Lord,” a continuous narra¬ 
tive compiled from the four Gospels according 
to the Revised Version, with 113 full-page half¬ 
tone illustrations, including original drawings by 
C. P. Davis, E. J. Whitney and August Wills, 
and copies of pictures by Bida, Heck, Hofman, 
Hunt, Munkacsy, Muller, Plockhurst, Paul Vero¬ 
nese, Da Vinci and other masters, bound in a 
decorated cover and neatly boxed. Other vol¬ 
umes just published are: “The Redemption of 
Edward Strahan,” by W. J. Dawson, a social story 
of common life; “ Brave and True,” a new vol¬ 
ume of talks to young men, by Thain Davidson; 
and “ St. Paul’s Song of Songs,” an exposition of 
the eighth chapter of the Epistle to the Romans, 
by Dr. J. R. Macduff. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. will publish on the 
nth “ The Lady of Fort St. John,” by Mary 
Hartwell Catherwood. Fort St. John stood at 
the mouth of the St. John River, in New Bruns¬ 
wick, and held the fortunes of Charles de la Tour, 
one of the French lords of Acadia in the 
seventeenth century. Madame' de la Tour, 
the “ Lady” of the fort, is a charming character. 
Among the characters are a “ patroon ” from the 
Hudson, a Swiss lieutenant, a dwarf witch wom¬ 
an, two Jesuit priests, with others worthy of 
mention. They will publish on the same day 
“ The Abandoned Claim,” a simple and winning 
story of the five-years’experiment of two brothers 
and a sister in developing an abandoned claim in 
California, by Flora Haines Loughead, author of 
“ The Man Who Was Guilty;” “ Colonial Furni¬ 
ture of New England, ”a study of the domestic 
furniture in use in the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries, by Irving Whitall Lyon, M.D., mem¬ 
ber of the Connecticut Historical Society, illus¬ 
trated with about one hundred large heliotypes; 
a holiday edition of Howells’“ Venetian Life,” 
with colored illustrations (aqua-tints) from orig¬ 
inal designs by Childe Hassam, F. Hopkinson 
Smith, Rhoda Holmes-Nichollsand Ross Turner; 
also the twelfth volume of the Gentletnari s 
Magazine Library , comprising the articles on 
“ English Topography,” edited by G. L. Gomme. 

Henry Holt & Co. will publish shortly, at a 
materially lower price than heretofore, new edi¬ 
tions of President F. D. Walker’s standard 
works on “ Money ” and “Wages.” We under¬ 
stand that these works are attracting much atten¬ 
tion in England, whither several editions have 
been sent and where reference to them in the 
University Extension circulars is more frequent 
than to any other books upon the subjects.

“ WORKING UP ” TRADE. 

The difficulty of “ reform ” in the book trade 
has always been that its evils work in a circle. 
The publisher complains that the jobber won’t 
give him advance orders, even at tempting “ first 
lot” discounts ; the jobber replies that he can’t 
buy if the retailers won’t buy of him ; the retailer 
in turn asks what is the use of trying to increase 
trade when there seems to be no trade to work 
up, and when the profit is taken off what there is 
by the policy of publishers ? 

Admitting all these evils—isn’t it after all worth 
while to look ahead with something more than 
“a grim smile,” brother retailers? There are a 
great many discouraging things about the busi¬ 
ness; and a great deal of the difficulty may very 
rightly be laid upon other people’s shoulders. 
But, in the present state of affairs, it is only by 
taking care of our own end that very much can be 
done. There is certainly, with the holiday season 
at hand, prospect of good times—and proper enter¬ 
prise may bring relief even in the dullest times. 

The remedies often suggested by the retailer 
are that the publisher should enable him to keep 
up stock by sending out books on sale, by giving 
longer time, and by juggling with discounts. But 
we doubt very much if these remedies would not 


aggravate, in place of curing, the disease. In the 
first place, any great increase in the amount of 
stock kept out on sale would make such a drain 
on publishing capital as to seriously cripple all 
but the largest houses ; moreover, when books 
are out on sale, there is not the same motive for 
pushing them as when the books are the dealer’s 
own property and must be pushed for his bread 
and butter. Secondly, too long credits are inevi¬ 
tably a snare, involving periodical crises which are 
equally disastrous to the community and to the 
working force of the individual. As to the third 
point, we have always looked upon extravagant 
discounts, which become merely nominal, as the 
very bane of the book business. Nothing is more 
certain than that a book business cannot be well 
conducted on much less than 15 percent margin ; 
the profit must come out of a further 5 or 10 per 
cent. But experience shows it to be quite as cer¬ 
tain that on larger lines of discount the price is 
inevitably cut, so that the actual margin is reduced 
below 25 per cent. A 20 or 25 per cent, trade dis¬ 
count, generally adhered to, would be the blessing 
of blessings for the retailers. This view, we fear, 
will not meet general agreement, but it has been 
persistently and consistently held by the Weekly 
for years, and we shall be very* glad to have 
any of our readers take up the gauntlet. 

The question, then, is how to hold trade at fair 
prices; and here we desire to offer a few words 
of advice. Above all, it is policy for the retailers 
to encourage stiff small discounts from publish¬ 
ers, and to teach their customers to look to the 
real value of what they buy. The way to get rid 
of the universal discount to buyers is to enter this 
opening wedge. Say to the customer : “ On this 
book I can make you 20 to 30 off because the 
price is artificial ; on this other the retail price is 
‘hard pan,’ and I can’t do any better.” This 
would sooner or later produce its effect, though 
sales might be lost at the start. 

But the point we would chiefly make is that 
custom can be held and increased, even against 
neighborhood underselling, by well-directed en¬ 
terprise. Make your store attractive inside and 
out. Then, keep thoroughly posted: it may not 
pay at first, but it does in the end. Have the 
catalogues easily at the disposal of the customer. 
Use every aid to push your business just as far 
as it will tell—in other words, push your business ; 
don’t let it push you. Finally, don’t be afraid to 
go out of the store, and let customers see new 
books at their houses. This may go on for 
months, while people are poor, but as times pick 
up, the foundations of a good business are laid 
again. If by such means as these a bookbuyer is 
made to feel a personal association with you 
and with your store, he will be hesitant to be 
taken away by the dollar store or publishers’ 
competition. 
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STANDARD WORKS ON THIN PAPER. 

A correspondent writes to the Publishers' 
Circular asking if it cannot bring to the notice of 
publishers the great opening there is for pocket 
editions of standard works printed on thin Bible 
paper. 

“Very few books,” says this correspondent, 
“ can be had in this form, except the Bible, 
Baedeker and one or two botanical text-books. 
The many people who carry a Shakespeare, 
Wordsworth or Scott feel the nuisance of being 
cumbered with an utterly useless weight and bulk 
of stiff thick paper. Standard works in large 
type, thin small Svo or i2mo vols., bound in limp 
calf or cloth, would be eagerly bought. A great 
advantage of thin paper is that the type can be 
large and the volume small. The present absurd 
use of thick paper makes it necessary to punish 
the eyes if a small volume is wanted. Readers 
who appreciate and must have large type are a 
daily-increasing body.” 

[The scheme was tested some years ago in 
England, but turned out unprofitable. The cost 
of production could not be brought down below 
a certain point, and at that point the retail price 
became so high that the copies printed found 
buyers chiefly among curiosity hunters.—E d. 
P. W.] 


AUTHORS’ “ DOUBLES.” 

It is a curious fact, writes Mr. E. W. Bok, how 
many of our literary men and women suffer from 
“ doubles.” In some cases the similarity in 
names is of wilful intent, but in others it seems 
to be the misfortune of both. As many will re¬ 
member, the late E. P. Roe suffered from his 
double, E. R. Roe, who persisted in writing 
books and confusing the public mind. William 
Hamilton Gibson has been nearly pestered to 
death by his double, “ W. Hamilton Gibson,” 
who turns up in different editorial offices. How¬ 
ard Pyle is annoyed by a cousin of artistic ten¬ 
dencies who bears the same name, or rather, I 
believe, has parted his name in the middle so as 
to secure similarity. Here is a Miss M. G. Mc¬ 
Clelland, whom we all know as the author of 
“ Oblivion ” and other stories, and here is a 
Mary McClelland, who, unfortunately, is also an 
author. We have a Mary C. Hungerford in our 
literature, and now that “The Duchess” writes 
under her own name of Mrs. M. Hungerford, 
there comes a confusion of books. Mary J. 
Holmes has a “double” who gives her no end 
of trouble. Last week I received a poem from a 
man down South whose name is George W. 
Childs. A young poet in California, whose 
Christian name is Frank Eugene Field, has 
dropped his first name, and signs the poetry he 
sends to magazine offices without it. The wil¬ 
ful intent to confuse is, however, very quickly de¬ 
tected when one reads the verses. A year ago 
I received a story from an Englishman down in 
Devonshire by the name of William Black. Hen¬ 
ry M. Alden, the editor of Harper's Magazine , 
and W. L. Alden, the clever humorous writer, 
are continually confused. What a blessing, then, 
is a distinct name in literature, such as Rudyard 
Kipling, Lafcadio Hearn or Hezekiah Butter- 
worth, for example. 


A GLIMPSE AT QUARITCH. 

A correspondent of the Chicago Neius says 
in an entertaining note concerning Bernard 
Quaritch, the famous London bookseller, that he 
has for sale the Persian-English dictionary used 
by Edward Fitzgerald during his work on the 
“ Rubaiyat” of Omar Kayyam. “ Quaritch’s ap¬ 
pearance at a sale,” says this correspondent, 
“strikes terror to the hearts of all other buyers, 
for he is known as the craftiest and boldest of 
competitors. The old man will sit for hours 
waiting for some coveted treasure. His eyes 
will be closed and his head dropped forward 
upon his bosom; undoubtedly he is asleep. But 
how does it happen that he always contrives to 
be awake just at the right time? He is never 
caught napping; he starts, opens his eyes, is 
wide awake and ready for action the moment 
the sale of a valued volume or manuscript is 
reached.” _ 


WHY RAG PAPER GROWS MOULDY. 

This question has recently been discussed in 
the Papier Zeitu?ig by Otto Winkler, of the 
Leipzig paper testing institute. After remarking 
that it had generally been supposed that the 
woody fibre was the cause of moulding, he points 
out that the same phenomenon occurs in rag 
papers and that the moulding in these papers is 
of a distinctly different character from that of 
wood-pulp papers. The result of numerous ex¬ 
periments with various kinds of papers was that 
unsized and animal-sized papers are either not 
subject to mould at all or only in very slight de¬ 
grees. Rosin-sized papers, on the contrary, ap¬ 
pear, to be affected by mould in proportion to 
the more or less inferior character of the rosin 
used. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Stephen Van Rensselaer Gray, who died 
October 24, was born in Albany, N. Y., March 
1, 1827. When about thirteen years old he be¬ 
came apprenticed to Pease’s bookstore. Here 
he remained nearly ten years, or until 1850, 
when, with his friend Wm. B. Sprague, he suc¬ 
ceeded to the book and stationery business carried 
on by the descendants of Daniel Steele. Mr. 
Steele, a native of Hartford, Conn., settled in 
Albany in 1793 and opened a bookbindery on 
the north side of State Street in the same year, 
which was shortly after destroyed by fire. The 
business, however, was soon resumed on an en¬ 
larged scale with the addition of stationery, 
Bibles, Testaments and other books, and from 
the beginning of the present century the general 
book and stationery business has been in success¬ 
ful operation by the several firms in succession. 
Until the year 1850 the business was conducted 
by the family of the founder, when it passed 
from the hands of Mr. Daniel Steele Durrie to 
the firm of Gray & Sprague. In 1855 Messrs. 
Gray and Sprague, well known up to that time 
as the “boy booksellers,” dissolved partnership, 
and Mr. Gray conducted the business in his 
own name, adding materially to the various de¬ 
partments and representing the best class of 
literature. In 1874 Mr. Gray began building the 
fine four-story granite house, covering an area of 
35 x 100 feet, at 42 and 44 State Street, almost 
opposite the custom-house and post-office, into 
which he removed in 1S75. He had here, on the 
principal thoroughfare to the State Capitol, one 
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of the largest and most attractive bookstores in 
New York State. It is in Mr. Gray’s store that 
the depository of the Bible Society is kept and 
its publications distributed throughout the coun¬ 
try. Mr. Gray married Miss Charlotte Com¬ 
stock, of Cambridge, Washington Co., N. Y., 
January 23, 1S72, who survives him and who will 
continue the business for the present. Mr. Gray 
was actively interested in the work of the Y. M. 
C. A., the Albany County Bible Society and its 
church*work in general. He was at the time of 
his death a member of the First M. E. Church, 
and held the position of trustee and other 
offices. He was sick about four weeks, but at¬ 
tended to his business until within about three 
days of his death, which was caused by menin¬ 
gitis. 

Louis Lucien Bonaparte, son of Lucien and 
the last surviving nephew of Napoleon I., died at 
Teano, Italy, on the 4th inst., aged seventy-eight. 
He was a great philologist. His principal works 
are: “Specimen Lexico Comparativi Omnium 
Linguarum Europearum,” published in Florence 
in 1847; “ Parabola de Seminatore ex Evangelio 
Mathei in LXXII. Europoeas Linguas ac Dialectos 
Versa et Romanis Characteribus Expressa,” pub¬ 
lished at London in 1S57; “Dialogues Basques, 
Guipuzcoans Biscalens, Laboudans, Souletins, 
&c., accompagnes, de deux Traductions, Espa- 
gnole et Fran5aise,” London, 1857; “ Catalogues 
des Ouvrages Destines a Faciliter l’Etude Com¬ 
parative des Langues Europeennes,” London, 
1858-62, and a “ Grammaire Basque.” 


PRACTICAL NOTES. 

A BOOKSELLER writes to the British Book¬ 
maker : “ I have an old folio to bleach. How 
can I best size the leaves when clean, as they are 
too thin to bear handling while wet?” To 
which the editor replies : “ If you can handle 
your book for washing, you can surely dip it for 
sizing. If very thin, lay the sheet on a good 
stout sheet of paper that will stand the strain, 
and dip it as usual.” 

Cleaning Old Engravings. —Instead of car¬ 
bonate.of soda, use the bicarbonate, in slight ex¬ 
cess, for decomposing chloride of lime. The reac¬ 
tion is very violent, and Javelle water is easily 
separated from the precipitate produced. Old 
engravings, wood-cuts and all kinds of printed 
matter that have turned yellow are completely 
restored by being immersed in it only for one 
minute, without the least injury to the paper, if 
the precaution is taken to thoroughly wash the 
article in water containing a little hyposulphite 
of soda. Undyed linen and cotton goods of all 
kinds, however soiled or dirty, are rendered 
snowy white in a very short time by merely 
placing them in the liquid mentioned. For the 
preparation of Javelle water, take four pounds of 
bicarbonate of soda, one pound of chloride of 
lime; put the soda into a kettle over the fire, add 
one gallon of boiling water, let it boil from ten 
to fifteen minutes, then stir in the chloride of 
lime, avoiding lumps. When cold the liquid can 
be kept in a jug ready for use. 

Keeping Track of the Prices of Second¬ 
hand Books. —Perhaps some of your readers 
will be interested in my scheme for making valu¬ 
able additions to my reference library, in the 
shape of “ old-book ” dealers’ catalogues. These 
I look over carefully as soon as received, and 
note the quotation of prices of books for which I 


may be hunting. When they have been looked 
over they are put away, and when quite a pile has 
accumulated I sort them, first by size, then by 
countries, as American, English, German, etc. 
These two divisions finally are arranged alpha¬ 
betically, like the “Trade List Annual,” and sent 
to the binder, who furnishes blank indexes of 
sufficient size for the front of the volumes, and 
binds them in good, cheap b ; nding, with appropri¬ 
ate titles. I would like to know if any of the fra¬ 
ternity has a better scheme for keeping track of 
the fluctuating values of old books ; if so, or they 
can suggest improvements in mine, I would like 
to hear from them through the Weekly, for 
the benefit of the trade. C. D. Raymer. 

Book-Moths. —There are some houses so cir¬ 
cumstanced in regard to dampness that they seem 
to conduce to the multiplication of insects to an 
extraordinary degree. Thus, some places are 
infested with cockroaches, especially if there are 
water-pipes leading extensively through the 
premises. Others are beset with armies of small 
red ants, so minute that they creep through the 
narrowest chink into drawers, trunks and closets 
in search of whatever answers their purpose for 
food, but especially are they always on the qui 
vive for sweets. Bookmen are occasionally an¬ 
noyed by the depredations of minute insects 
which feed luxuriously on their fine books, manu¬ 
scripts and pamphlets. They are popularly 
known as book-moths. They appear to be in 
search of the paste, glue and sizing which are 
used by the binders. However old and dry the 
books may be, if the room in which they are 
kept or the cases in which they are arranged are 
slightly damp, it softens the old glue or size by 
imbibition, just the condition required by the in¬ 
vaders. In gnawing it from the paper surface 
into which it originally penetrated, they also de¬ 
stroy the texture of the leaves, so that costly 
works are quite ruined. There is no better 
remedy than placing the books at once in a dry 
room, where the moisture evaporates; and if the 
sunlight acts upon the windows daily, so much 
the better. The moths disappear when the paste 
becomes too hard for them; or rather their ac¬ 
tivity is suspended, to be revived on again re¬ 
moving the books into a damp apartment.

They have just issued 
“ How to Mark Your Bible,” anew volume by 
Mrs. Menzies. Mr. Moody contributes the intro¬ 
duction, in which he says: “ It will not only in¬ 
terest young Christians, but will also help more 
advanced believers already engaged in Bible- 
teaching.” 

Macmillan & Co. will publish very soon Mrs. 
Humphrey Ward’s long-promised new book, to be 
entitled, “ The History of David Grieve.” It is 
understood that the book will trace the career of 
a disciple of the Elsmerian doctrines in his work 
among the poor of London. The advance or¬ 
ders for the book are very large—in fact, the 


publishers intimate that the first edition will 
mount well up into the tens of thousands. “ The 
History of David Grieve” will of course be 
copyrighted in this country under the interna¬ 
tional copyright act, but the publishers will 
show a proper deference to the American liking 
for low-priced books by adding it to their new 
series of dollar novels. 

One of the largest book deals ever consum¬ 
mated in America, it is reported, was closed Oc¬ 
tober 27 by cablegram, the University of Chica¬ 
go being the purchaser and S. Simon, of Berlin, 
the seller. The library contains 280.000 volumes 
and 120,000 dissertations in all languages. 
Among them there are 200 manuscripts from the 
eighth to the nineteenth century, 1600 volumes of 
paleography, 15,000 journals, academies and 
periodicals, 65.000 volumes of Greek and Roman 
archaeology, 65,000 Greek and Roman classics, 
2400 volumes Greek and Latin authors of modern 
times, 2000 Greek and Roman philology and 
grammar, 2000 volumes general linguistics, 3000 
volumes modern linguistics, 2500 volumes his¬ 
tory, 1000 illustrated works of art, 5000 volumes 
physics, astronomy and mathematics, and 5000 
volumes natural history. 

The D. Lothrop Co. have just published “ The 
New Womanhood,” by J. C. Fernald, with an in¬ 
troduction by Marion Harland ; “ Bird-dom,” 
a collection of attractive papers on birds and 
woodland life, by Leander S. Keyser; “ The Story

“ Dissertation Upon Roast Pig,” and a holiday 
edition in white and gold of Dr. McKenzie’s 
“ Christ Himself.” 

The History Company, San Francisco, Cal., 
have just issued another volume of H. H. Ban¬ 
croft’s series of “ Chronicles of the Builders of 
the Commonwealth.” Instead of following the 
publication of Volume I. of this work with Vol¬ 
umes II., III. and IV., the publishers skip for the 
time being to Volume V., the intervening volumes 
being nearly ready and to follow at short inter¬ 
vals. In the framework of Volume V., the sub¬ 
ject of which is Routes and Transportation, there 
is more absolutely original matter than in most 
volumes of history. The material is all drawn 
from innumerable original sources never before 
put into print, costing years of labor and 
pains to extract, arrange and write out in proper 
narrative form. It covers the entire groundwork 
of inland and oceanic navigation, stage lines, tele¬ 
graphic lines and railway lines, the evolution of 
the express business, and everything connected 
with the subject in the fullest detail and in the 
most interesting style.
